Church Union 

Dr. E. Stanley Jones, noted missionary 
and church leader, proposed the un‘on of 
all churches of the United States into a 
merger to be known as the Church of 
Christ in America. This would un'te 
the Federal Council of Churches and the 
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seven other bodies which represent the 
“principal education, missionary” Pro- 
testant churches of the United States. 
There has been for some time a constant 
breaking away from the Federal Council 
of Churches by many of the various de- 
nominations, because of its communistic 
leanings and teachings. It is quite diffi- 
cult to see just how another union could 
be successfully formed among those who 
have been dissatisfied with the Federal 
Council, intent upon retaining them in 
a new fellowship.

Bible in Schools 


A report issued by the North Carolina 
Council of Churches described as “‘phe- 
nomenal progress” accomplishments in 
introducing Bible courses in the public 
schools of North Carol:na during the 
past year and a half. Elective courses, 
according to reports from the council, 
included “elective courses in Bible” in 
more than seventy communities and 
reaching 19,500 students each week. The 
report continues that “North Carolina is 
the first state in the union to include the 
certification of Bible teachers in its pro- 
fessional program.”

The 
University of California has been con- 
ducting some experiments to find out 
how nicotine acts on rats. Nicotine 
poisoning was found to derange the sex- 
ual cycles of the females, to reduce the 
birth rate as much as 30 per cent, and 
to increase infant mortality as much as 


42 per cent in the first generation, 13 
per cent in the second. It looks to us 
like a pretty good use for rats, but who 
has ever found a really good use for nic- 
otine?” 
Bible Sales Up 


Last year there were 8,096,977 copies 
of the Bible sold. This is a remarkable 
accomplishment, which attests the pow- 
erful influence of the written Word upon 
men’s hearts. Between the years 1937 and 
1939 the number of copies of fiction 
sold fell off fifty per cent, from 25,- 
454,135 copies in 1937 to 13,511,181 in 
1939. The demand for Bibles in Europe 
is far in excess of the supply. The supply 
of Bibles in Italy is exhausted, a limited 
supply exists in certain conquered coun- 
tries.

N 2 Corinthians 4:5 
we read these words:

To make plain our sacred topic, let us 
consider it as, first, being 

The Ground of Acceptance With God 

Yes, our living, our words, deeds, and 
even our desires should be acceptable with 
God.

can be accepted of Him. 


Oh, listen, “For Jesus’ sake.” How 
wonderful! These words have furnished 
an unselfish plea in prayer. There cer- 
tainly cannot be any reason or virtue 
within ourselves as to why we should be 
saved from past offences, future perils, 
or tribulations; so there is no reason with- 
in us why our prayers should be heard. 
No doubt, the true history of 1942 will 
reveal millicns of rejected prayers be- 
cause we wanted them answered for our 
own sakes. Those who cannot, from tle 
depth of their hearts, ask a favor from 
on high or seek to be blessed for His sake 
have no credit with God. We have no 





spiritual deposit, no reason of merit on 
which to draw. How, then, are our 
prayers to avail? Our answer is, “Only for 
Jesus’ sake.” This we learn from Romans 
8:32, “For he that spared not his own 
Son, but delivered him up for us all, how 
shall he not with him also freely give us 
all things?” It is because of our connec- 
tion with the Son of God that God free- 
ly gives us all things. 


James says that the prayer of the right- 
eous availeth much. Paul said Christ is 
made rightcousness unto us. Therefore 
He is our rightcousness and it is because, 
and only because of Him and our con- 
nection with Him, that God can freely 
answer our prayers and give us those 
things we need. And God knows that 
we are going to need help from heaven 
this year, and we should place ourselves 
before Him in such a scriptural way that 
we can begin receiving that help the 


first day of the year. 1 
John 2:1 we read, “We 
have an advocate with 
the Father, Jesus Christ, 
the righteous.” Though 
He pleads for sinners 
and for erring saints, 
He is righteous. The 
presence of an unrighteous advocate could 
not be tolerated in heaven. Jesus alone 
has all the qualifications. He is able and 
willing to present a valid reason why 
prayers offered in His name should be 
granted. The reason is His mediation. 1

At the beginning of this 
new year, let us not deceive ourselves by 
taking things for granted or by our trust 
in the arm of flesh. We must have divine 
aid if we are able to survive the trials 
of the coming months. Those of us who 
are kept from the evils of the year must 
and will be kept by the power of God 
only. 

Service worthy of the inscription 
wh'ch says, “Ye are the light of the 
world, ye are the salt of the earth,” must 
have the endorsement of God. Any prog- 
ress we make toward purging our own 
lives, and also the Church, of inward 
cumbrances (which if not overcome will 
sooner than we think wreck our good 
influence and destroy our usefulness) 
must be made under the direction of the 
Almighty.

= is the, preacher’s most 
valuable asset. He should, therefore, 
with all diligence and perseverance, seek 
to preserve it. When a minister’s influ- 
ence is gone, the power of his ministry 
is ruined. He might as well begin looking 
for another job. 

The most dangerous enemy to the 
preacher’s influence is improper associa- 
tion with the opposite sex. Other enemies 
may wreck his influence, but most any 
other wreck is easier cleaned up than a 
wreckage from the destroyed influence 
over a downfall w:th improper relation- 
ship with the opposite sex. 

Preachers are walking epistles, known 
and read by all men. So much is not ex- 
pected of any other set of men upon the 
face of the earth. And no other body of 


men are so closely watched. The preacher _ 


is usually accepted as an example for 
right living. All eyes are turned toward 
him. The mistakes of a m‘nister are mag- 
nified. When he slips the world hears 
about it, and the cause of Christ suffers. 

The preacher is no immunity, but is 
the outstanding object of attack by the 
common enemy. If the leader of Chris- 
t'anity can be apprehended by the enemy, 
he scores an unlimited victory against 
the cause of righteousness. Snce the 
preacher is under constant attack and his 
downfall continually sought, he should 
be the most careful man living. 

The enemy who has waged war against 
mankind for the last thousands of years, 
knows the weakness of man and the best 
methods of attack to subdue him. Wom- 
an was made for the glory of man and 
man has always gloried in her. A beauti- 
ful woman is the most attractive thing 
in the world to the average man. All this 
the devil well knows, and often makes 
his attack upon preachers through a 
beautiful, slick-tongued woman. Such an 
attack upon the true min‘ster of God 
is only dangerous where he is lacking in 
self-control and minus of the grace of 
God.

“Let no man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God: for God 
cannot be tempted with evil, neither 
tempteth he any man: but every man is 
tempted, when he is drawn away of his 
own lust, and enticed,” James 1:13, 14. 
Paul, the great preacher, said, “But I 
keep under my body, and bring it into 
subjection: lest that by any means, when 
I have preached to others, I myself 
should be a castaway,” 1 Cor. 9:27. 

Temptations can often be headed off 
by keeping the body in subjection. Temp- 
tations come when one is drawn away of 
his own lust. Paul, fearing the conse- 
quence of allow’ng the liberty of his own 
flesh to dictate his course in life, sought 
to subdue the deeds of the flesh and to 
bring his body unto subjection to right- 
eousness, lest he himself, after having 
preached unto others to live holy, might 
be a castaway into hell. 

There w:ll be men cast into hell who 
at one time proclaimed the sacred words 
of life and saw people saved from their 
sins under their ministry. To see a back- 
slidden preacher walking around reminds 
me of a graveyard. One time alive, seek- 
ing the lost sheep, but now dead in sin. 
The most disgraceful scene on earth is a 
backslidden preacher. 

GET MARRIED. There is a woman 
in. the. world. for every man and the 


preacher should find his. A good wife is 
an asset to any minister of the gospel. 
She has a place in h:s work and is a pro- 
tection to his influence. There seems to 
always be a vacancy, a lack of something 
missing in the pastoral work of a single 
man. No preacher has all that is essen- 
tial to his work until he establishes a 
home. 
CAREFUL LIVING 

All men should be careful in their liv- 
ing and in their association with the op- 
posite sex, and especially the minister of 
God who has been intrusted with the 
Word of God and the instruction of the 
Church. There might be some liberties 
allowed other men that a minister would 
have to deny himself of. 

The minister of the gospel can not af- 
ford to make it a practice of stopping his 
car on the street and taking in his neigh- 
bor’s wife, though they both are going 
home, or across town to the same place. 
Yes, it would be a Christian act if the 
minister’s wife was along, but in her ab- 
sence the minister lays himself liable to 
a great deal of unjust criticism and a loss 
of influence. 

The minister who makes a practice of 
visiting a certain home during the ab- 
sence of the husband is skating on thin 
ice. It would be hard to convince the 
world that his intentions were holy. An 
innocent man might possibly be accused. 
In this case the best defence he could 
put would be to stay away and far away 
from that home. 

The pastor who spends more time on 
the ladies’ side of the church house, 
shaking hands and playing with the chil- 
dren, than he does on the men’s side, is 
watched. When the pastor shakes hands 
with the lady member, he should do so 
and turn her hand loose. If he has words 
necessary to speak to her, let him speak 
and pass on. 

It is not good for a minister to spend 
too much time talking to any one cer- 
tain woman regardless of the subject. She 
may hold some important office in the 
church and it will be necessary for the 
pastor to consult with her, but he should 
do so from a business standpoint and 
make his discussions as brief as possible 
and at such a time and place as will cause 
no suspicion.

the Lord Jesus Christ.

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HEALING OF A LEPER 


Soornad Out-station, 
Travancore State, 
South India. 

Recently at Soornad out-station three 
followed the Lord in water baptism, two 
of these being a man named Thevan Pul- 
ayan and his wife. His new name is Paul 
and he has much to praise the Lord for 
since he has been healed of leprosy. This 
disease began three or four years ago. He 
cleared a grove of trees considered sacred 
by the Hindus for it was a place infested 
by snakes which they worship. While 
digging he destroyed some of the eggs of 
the snakes. 

After a time pain started in his left 
arm and increased as time went on. 
Though he sought the aid of different 
physicians, taking the treatment they 
prescribed, he grew worse, a white rising 
in the skin appearing in his elbow. 
Sorcerers were brought and they “di- 
vined,” saying that th’s leprosy came be- 
cause he destroyed the grove devoted to 
serpents and brought their eggs to light. 


To appease the anger for this, he spent. 


the money he had saved to buy a rice 
field and also the paddy (unthreshed rice) 
he then had on hand, but to no avail. 


Another diviner was called who prom- 
ised to rid him of the disease. For it he 
demanded twenty ounces of cocoanut oil, 
five cocoanuts, five hen’s eggs, and 
chuckrams made with gold, silver, cop- 
per and iron. (A chuckram is a coin 
worth about one cent.) These were sup- 
plied and the diviner tried the best way 
he had learned to cure the man, but with 
no success. He finally said that the dis- 
ease could not be cured; it was God’s 
anger being shown toward the man. He 
therefore advised him to visit a certain 
temple, bathe every Sunday and worship 
a god there for twelve months, as a last 
resort for healing. 


Accordingly, every Sunday, for four 
months, before eating or even drinking 
water, be bathed and worshipped at this 
temple. Before this he had only a rising 
in the skin and swelling on the back of 
his hand, with pain, but the pain grew 
worse, the fingers began to ulcerate, and 
the fingers of his left hand were drawn 
together, drawn in. From then on he had 
to do all his work with h’s right hand 
only. In this condition he went to anoth- 
er place where he received injections for 


one month, but this did no good. Then 
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he went to a very good doctor, who after 
carefully examining some of his blood, 
said that his case was hopeless. 

He returned home discouraged and told 
his wife that he would have to die little 
by little as his body decayed, and thus 
he would be a auisance to his neighbors. 
He wanted to remain in one room of 
their house by himself. “Let me die 
there,” he said to his wife. He was thank- 
ful that he still had enough means left 
for the maintenance of the family. 

Our pastor, Brother Koshy, in Noor- 


nad, had often talked with Paul, giving 


him advice; also another of our brothers 
there had talked with him, but still he 
looked to man to heal, and hearing of 
another doctor, went to see him, this 
man being a so-called Christian. The lat- 
ter promised to heal the man within 
forty-one days if he would remain with 
him. One rupee (about 32c) was at once 
given as advance. Paul stayed there for 
six days, taking medicine. On the sev- 
enth day there was a prayer meeting in 
the house, with a visiting evangelist 
present. When they began to pray, a 
message came forth in tongues with in- 
terpretation by the Holy Spirit, that it 
was wrong for this doctor to say that 
he could heal a heathen man suffering 
from leprosy, by treatment, and that he 
should confess it and pray. The leper was 
asked to come out and he was prayed 
for, after which he went home, giving 
up medical treatment. I quote from what 
Brother Koshy writes further about him: 

“I used to go to his house to see him 
and talk to him; I also talked to his 
brother, asking him to bring the sick 
man to my house to fast and pray on 
the following Friday. He was brought on 
that day and he, my wife and I were 
fasting and praying for h's healing. While 
talking to him about the terribleness of 
sin, he came under real conviction and 
began to confess his sins one by one. He 
then fully gave his heart to the Lord and 
prayed. After reading Exodus 15:26, I 
talked to him about divine healing, read- 
ing to him portions from the Gospels 


.which tell about the Lord healing lepers. 


We again began to pray, it then being 
about half past nine o’clock, and con- 
tinued in prayer for about an hour or 
more. While we were praying the great 
power of the Spirit of God came upon 
me and my hand by itself was raised up 
and placed upon the diseased part of the 
hand of the sick man. At once he said, 








‘The Lord has caught hold of my hand,’ 
and stretched forth the doubled up hand. 
Praise the Lord! His old name was then 
changed and we called him by the new 
name of Paul. He then prayed and said 
that he would bathe the next day. 

“Glory to God! The man who had not 
been able to do any work for four months 
with h’s diseased hand, worked in his 
compound the next day with four other 
men from morning till evening. On the 
following Monday he was able to pick 
fruit from a tree with the hand that 
had been healed. Also he climbed up in 
a cocoanut tree which is in our com- 
pound and picked cocoanuts for us. Last 
month he sold green leaf sticks cut with 
his own hands for Rs. 15, in this way 
earning money for the support of his 
family. All these things were made pos- 
sible by the power of God. 

“Before we went to pray in Paul's 
house, they used to see a snake and they 
have tried to k‘ll it, but after going there 
and dedicating them and the house to 
the Lord, that snake has not entered for 
these past five months. Now that that 
brother and his wife of the house, where 
Satan’s seat was, have been born again, 
the Almighty God is dwelling in their 
hearts and their house. There is no place 
for the devil there. Because of the won- 
drous change both in body and soul of 
this leprous man, there is a great seeking 
among the heathen, after its secret. The 
chief men of the place are asking him 
where such a great God is. He replies, 
‘God is dwelling in my heart.’ 

“We held meetings for three days at his 
house, under a small pandal put up for 
the purpose. A goodly crowd of Hindus 
came. Much prayer is needed for those 
who have heard the truth. I request you 
to pray for them.” 

Later (October 10) Brother Koshy 
wrote as follows: “God Himself by His 
grace is bringing many souls into this 
truth through miracles and wonders by 
stretching forth His hand. Four families 
more have been added to this church 
within the last two weeks. The reason 
for this was the deliverance of a woman 
from demon possession. 

“In the same house a woman was suf- 
fering from different d'seases; they 
spent much money and unthreshed rice 
but she was not healed. After she was 
prayed for, with fasting, by God’s grace 
she was healed. All these are coming for

can be done with the pastor as the chicf 
director in all the affairs of the church, 
without leaving any grounds for sus- 
picion. 

The pastor might accompany one of 
the sisters to town on business for the 
Church without any harmful intentions. 
He might go to her home while her hus- 
band is at work to discuss some impor- 
tant work of the church. He may have 
opportunity to speak to her at the close 
of most every service in regard to some 
activities of the work. While most all 
the members of the church are at work 
he may need the sister who plays the 
piano to accompany him out in the coun- 
try to assist in a funeral. Many other 
opportunitics may present themselves 
that would privilege the pastor to be in 
the company with some lady member of 
his church. But, it would not be wise 


for him to take the advantage of such. 


opportunities. There may be no harm in 
the beginning, but harm can result from 
such practices. These are the roads that 
lead to the precipice over which many 
preachers have unintentionally fallen to 
such depths that it will take a lifetime 
to climb out of, if he is ever able to 
overcome. 

The minister who falls over a woman 
may be forgiven by both God and the 
Church but this will remain a scar on 
his life as long as he lives. He may enter 
the ministry again; his work may be 
crowned with success; souls may be 
brought to Christ through his preaching, 
but the horrors of his misfortune will 
continue with him for ever. He may 
leave the community where he fell and 
travel into distant lands, the secret of 
his past sin may be pondered in his own 
bosom; his friends may attempt to con- 
ceal his one-time disastrous fall, but a 
little bird will follow him to reveal the 
secret wherever he goes. 

WARNING SIGNAL 

Observing the sad pl'ght of those who 
have been overcome, I am attempting in 
this chapter to hoist the danger signal, 
to warn the ministry, and especially the 
young man whose life lies out there in 
front of him. There is danger, more dan- 
ger for this generation of ministers than 
there was for the generation that we are 
following. There is a spirit of boldness 
and less shame among the femin-ne sex 
than there was one generation ago. The 
ungodly styles of women’s dress likewise 
add to the danger. ; 

You may boast of your spiritual and 
moral strength. You may point back to 
many years of untarnished living. You 
may hope to overcome in the future as 
you have in the past. But don’t forget 
you are a human being, living in a body 
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of flesh that wars against your own 
spirit, and opposes the Spirit of God. 

Many a strong and courageous man 
who fought bravely and heroically, over- 
coming the most trying obstacles in life, 
has been known to yield to the flatter- 
ing language and smile of a_high- 
spirited, carefree young woman and give 
up all he had ever worked for in life. He 
himself was disgraced, his wife was dis- 
graced, his children were disgraced, the 
church was disgraced, the cause of 
Christ suffered, and, finally, forfeiting 
all his claims to eternal L.fe, he sank in- 
to hell with all the damned of the earth. 

David, the great king of Israel, who 
slayed his ten thousands of enemies, 
ruled over the people of God for forty 
years, composed and sang his famous 
songs, played upon his harp so heavenly- 
like that it would quiet the evil spirit 
of Saul; a man after God’s own heart; 
but one day he was overcome, not by 
his enemies in war at the point of the 
sword, nor by the ruling authorities of 
his own people. But it came to pass in 
an eveningtide that David arose from 
off his bed and walked upon the roof 
of the king’s house. From the roof he 
saw a woman washing herself, and the 
woman was very beautiful to look upon. 
She was Uriah’s wife. David fell into 
the snare, sin was conceived in his heart 
and he put the husband of the beautiful 
woman in the front of the battle to have 
him killed, and took the poor man’s wife 
to be his own, a sin that ever haunted 
him. 

You might be a great preacher, a sil- 
ver-tongued orator and sway the multi- 
tudes by the power of your persuasive, 
well-trained voice. You may be the pas- 
tor of a historical church or some high 
official in the general organization. You 
may be an editor, author, and scholar. 
Your work may have gained prom:nence 
around the world. Then by yielding to 
the twinkle of the eye of a flattering 
woman, all that you have worked for to 
build up in life will slide from under 
you. 

The minister of God must walk cau- 
t'ously through life, being ever alert to 
the snares and pitfalls that might await 
him. Joseph is a wonderful example in 
overcoming the temptation that befell 
him in Potiphar’s house. The woman 
mocked him, and he went to the king’s 
prison, but came out with his integrity. 

It is much better to be talked about 
for your carefulness in avoiding associa- 
tion w.th the opposite sex, than to have 
the public talking about your friendli- 
ness and familiarity with the women, and 
finally arraigned before an ecclesiastical 
court and your ministry exterminated, 
your life ruined and your soul lost.

guidance, direction and control in our 
ranks we should and could have. I hon- 
estly could not say, “Father, for Jesus’ 
sake, help me write this message,” were 
I to insist that special and earnest effort 
was being put forth to reach and main- 
tain the Bible standard of holiness and 
spirituality. Reasons for this low ebb of 
spirituality and the prevailing worldli- 
ness can be attributed largely to a lack 
of honesty. There is much carrying on 
outwardly in the name of the Lord. How 
many prayers are prayed from lips and 
not from the heart which says, “For 
Jesus’ sake”? You must believe me when 
I say that God answers no prayer but 
that which is as unselfish in its purpose 
as Christ was in His death upon the 

tree. 

Down the road of forsaken holiness 
and lost spiritual.ty, I can see the foot- 
prints of women and men who one time 
humbly, meekly sacrificed and suffered 
and served for Jesus’ sake. Down that 
shameful and treacherous road will go all 
people and movements who forsake the 
lofty ideals of Him whom we mention 
when we say in prayer, “I ask for Jesus’ 
sake,” or when we apologize for our con- 
duct and say we do it for Jesus’ sake. 

The second thing in our topic is 

Exhaustless Power 

For standing and applying this short 
text or supplying a motive ot power with 
no limit. There is no duty which the 
Bible imposes upon us but what the 
author provides the power. Let us take 
the threefold duty of love. First, love for 
God; second, love for His Church; third, 
love for the lost sinner. We are to love 
God for Jesus’ sake because it was Jesus 
who. reconciled us to God. He became 
sentenced for us. He bore our sor- 
rows and griefs before the iniquit.es 
of us all. By his stripes we are 
healed. He bore our sins in His own 
body. It was because of His love 
that God gave Him to us. John 3:16, 
“God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son,” to us. Romans 
5:6, “God commendeth his love toward 
us, in that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ d:ed for us.” Love begets love and 
love can only be requieted by love re- 
turned. We love God for Jesus’ sake.

I am reminded of an incident which 
is said to have happened on one of the 
battle fronts of a great war. This inci- 
dent shows the courage and sympathy 
of King Victor Emmanuel III, of Italy. 
In the midst of shell fire a lieutenant 
who had fallen, mortally wounded, called 
a soldier and gave him a few keepsakes 
to convey to his family, and then or- 
dered him to fly. But the soldier tried to 
carry the lieutenant to a place of safety. 
Some gunners called to him through the 
infernal fire, “Save yourself, save your- 
self.”

PROGRESS FINANCIALLY 
Church Outstrips Business World in 
Financial Gain 

The Church of God enjoyed the great- 
est financial prosperity last year in all its 
history thus far. The financial barometer 
shown in Business Week, which indi- 
cates the business increase, taken from 
the many hundreds of business records in 
production, trade, prices, finance, with 
banking the millions of dollars, showed 
for September 2 standard of 186 com- 
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pared to one year previous at 160, thus 
indicating an increase of 26 per cent in 
all business activities. At the same time 
the Church of God shows a little better 
than 39 per cent increase financially.

forth.” Nevertheless, with the history of 
the past as our teacher, and the Word of 
God and the Holy Spirit our guide and 
director, we welcome the new year, we 
challenge our opportunities, we face life’s 
realities, and leave the results with God.
